A Very Successful Affair-- 
The Games and Names of 
Wihners-- Notes. 



Proria, Ili-,., Aug. 24.— Tho 
Hfivoiifcli annual i)icnic of the Rivor- 
8i<1o I'ark Club, coniposfHi of iiioin- 
horn living in Sprinjiliold, .Jacknon- 
villo and I'ooria, III., and the sur- 
roundinK towuH of each city, was 
ludd in Havana, 111., which is con 
truiiy located bntwcon the three 
citioH, on tho 18th of August. The 
j)i(;nie was luild at a [)laco called 
llivorside Park, a most beautiful 
place, Hliowing lovoly Hconery, and 
at one side Ih a broad stream of 
water called tho Illinois Riv<M", and 
the park has thrcio larR(< Indian 
mounds which contain the l)()di(>s 
of dead Indians and all thtur uten- 
sils. Each year the deaf people 
gather at the park and roam about 
and spend tho time to thoir hearts' 
content. As customary', each year, 
the deaf peojthi of the thre(* cities 
got cheap excursion rates to llavan- 
ua, and this time they wore suc- 
otissful again, in necuring a faro of 
75 cents for the round trip. The 
l',.,,,ii, ifjiit, came puilinj? lowardM 
I on and let olT thirty pic- 

nickoiH, and they woro first arrivals, 
but though \\w .lackKonvillc ti-jiiii 
brought over a crowd of forty-two 
pcofjle and they had the opportuni- 
to get olT at the park before reach- 
ing the station, and lastly Spring- 
field helped to swell the crowd by 
adding thirty-five people. Then 
the I'eoria and Springliold people 
were obliged to board anotluw train 
and W(^ro brought to their destina- 
tion, a mile beyond tli(\ station. 
After complere arrival of all at lh(> 
park, treniendouH hand shaking 
was seen hoi-e ami thens »vnd liap- 
py thoughts and talks i>aHsed to 
and fro. Tiat«ir th<« entire (irowd 
were called in the pavilion ami 
upon th(< platform stood theolTlcers: 
Mr. llainlinc, of Jacksonville, 
President ; Mr. .lames Lord, of 
IVoria, Vice-Presidejit ; Mr. K. 
Tilton, of Jacksonville, Hecretary ; 
ind the Treasurer, Mrs. K. Towne, 
of I'isgah, 111., were among the 
iTowe. The president, [(resided 
over the meeting, and called the 
audience to order and made an 
ojx'uing speech, to wit : — 

Gladness of meeting thom, re- 
gretting of those who w<>r<> detained 
at their homes on account of sick- 
ness, lack of chink or want of 
work, and the refusal of other rail- 
lodd ('ompanieR to grant excursion 
rates. Then he asked for the op- 
f-ning of the n^gular business. First 
elo(Mion of oflbicrs for the ensuing 
year. He calhMl f((r the nann-s of 
th<» candidates for \\\y\ ollici* of 
president. Tlu^ names of Mr. 
Sidles, of Springfield, and Mr. Moi- 
ohon, of Jacksonville, wer»^ l)rouglit 
ii|> and |)laced on ihe ballot, and 
llie result of the voting was IM to 
iJCi in favor of Mr. Sidles, and he 
was declared elected president. 
He was invited lo make a sp(>ech. 
He took the stand and thanked the 
audience for honoring him with the 
oiflce of president, antl said that he 
Would try to do his best to make 
Uie n(*xt picnii! a grand success. 

Thcui Mr. Hainline (>xpress(<d liis 
ideas to the audience about having 
an offlcor for eacli city, instead of 
having one city walking o(T with 
two or all ofllces. Others asked 
for two committees for (tach city, 
but later it was withdrawn an<l Mr. 
TiainlincOs idea endors<>d. TIhmi 
an ele<'1,ion for vice-president was 
moved in order, and Mr. W. Tilton 
nominated Mr. C. R. Ilownt, of 
Peoria. There were no other can- 
^idat(«H, so Mr. Tilton moved that 
Mr.Howat be elect(Hl by acclama- 
tion, and the motion was adopt - 
J*J- Mr. Howat mounte<i the plat- 
'orm and 8R|d : " Tallies an<l 
'•entlenien: I thank you for choos- 
.'"•? mo to bo vice-president. I will 
<'o my best for the club, not for my- 
""'f, but for you all," Ai»plauHe. 



Mr. Hainline suggested Hint the 
oflice of Secretary and treasurer be 
held by one person instead of two. 
Mr. \V. Tilton opposed the sug- 
gc^stion, and advised that the of- 
fices be ])ut separately, but said 
Mr. Hainline's idea could bo car- 
ried by a two-thir<is vote. After a 
canvass of f.lic vot<>s Mr. Hain- 
line's resolution, it was passed un- 
animiously. Only the name of Mr. 
K. O. Towne, of Pisgah, III., was 
offered for socretary-treasnror and 
he was elected by acclamation. 

Then the president called for a 
candidate for park-nuirshall. Only 
Mr. t'harles McLean, of I'ekin, was 
put up, and he walked olf with the 
honor without any hitch. Mr. 
Hainline asked if there were any 
resolutions to be handed in for de- 
bate. Mr. W. 'IMlton claimed that 
he had two i'esoluti((ns to make, and 
he was invi((«d on the platform. 
First, he suggested that the secre- 
tary- treasurer be put under bond 
of $."».()() or more if required. He 
explained his reasons ami said that 
the bond should be furnished by 
tho secretary-treasurer himself, and 
he could not or should not liave 
any l)ondHmen, and tiiat the boiul 
be i)laced in the president's keep- 
ing until another secrotai-y-treasur- 
(w is el(!cted, proviiling his report 
is correct. If not correct, the bond 
shall be forfeited to tho treasury 
of the club. lie made a strong 
HixMM^h and urged it.s adoption. Mr. 
Towne asked that Mr. Tilton's re- 
solution be ])assed, with the excep- 
tion of furuisli'.ng tlie bond him- 
self, and asked for a couple of 
l)oudsnien, but Mr. Tilton insisted 
that Mr. 'I'owne put, ui) the bond 
himself. 

Mr. .loliu iMcLcuu, of Pckin, 
moved that voting be in onler. The 
r('sult was the passages of Mr. Til- 
ton's rcsoiulion, unanimously. 

Then Mr. Tilton offered his se- 
cond resolution about tho prizes. 
H(> askcui that the prizes of l)ooks, 
pins, candy, etc., be changed to 
charms, badges or medals, as he 
thought the prize winners would be 
proud of showing their records. 
His resolution was passed again. 

There were no more resolutions 
offered, and the meeting ajourned 
sini' die. The contest for prizes 
was in order.

The mariiage of a couple of deaf- 
mutes is an event rare enough in 
this city to attract more attention 
than the ordinary nuptial event, it 
was such an occasion that gatriered 
a large crowd at the corner of 
North Main and Jefferson Streets 
last night. The windows in tho 
house at 1)8 North Main Street were 
open, on account of the oppressive 
heat, and there was exposed to view 
a scone that hold the crowd open- 
mouthed. 

An aged clergyman, in long 
white ve**tments, stood in full view 
from the street. He was surround- 
«»d by a grou[) of eager, expressive 
faces, and every movement could 
be followed, as the room was bril- 
liantly lighted. The bright dresses 
of the bulies against the black and 
white of the men, and the flowing 
robes of the clergyman, combined 
to make an interesting pictures. 

The central figure was .addre8,sing 
tho group in two languages at once 
time. In even, .solemn tones, he 
read the Episcopal marriage cere- 
mony, while his fingers moved inces- 
santly, twining around each other 
and weaving their story in a lan- 
guage only understood l\v some of 
the company, but it was the latter 
language which wjis the more os- 
.sential, it was addressed to the 
jr ' ' '■ •' H'casion, 

ilward Frederick 
Haiin and Miss Lillie Amanda Pier 
son, who took the holy vows of 
matrimony in the language of 
signs. Mr, Ilahn is a native of 
Buffalo, and was educated in the 
school for deaf-mutes at Rochester, 
N, Y, About a year ago he came 
here aud is now filling a position at 
a finishing mill at Delawanna. Miss 
IMerson lives with her mother at t')8 
North Main Street, and has beeh 
employed as a compositor on ' a 
local paper for a number of years. 
She was educated in the Wisconsin 
deaf-mute school. 

They were supported l>y two 
youixg i)eople who suffer from tho 
.same impediment, George Rigg, the 
best man, and Miss Mary Geiger, 
tho bridesmaid, both graduates of 
the Trenton deaf-mute school. 
Nearly half the company were 
young people whose misfortune 
compelled them to talk in the s^ime 
language. Tho bride ami brides- 
maid woro similar costumes of 
pearl gray with white satin ribbons 
and lace. Tlie bride carried a 
bouquet of white carnations. 

The clergyman was Rev. Dr. 
Gallaudet rector emeritus of St. 
Matthews' church. New York, where 
deaf-mut4i services are held every 
Sunday, He expects to be pastor 
of the new St, Ann's church for 
deaf-mutes, which will be finished 
in the near futuie, Dr, (iallaudet 
is very w»>ll known in the deaf- 
mute coinmunfty in the country, 
having done much pioneer church 
work among them. 

In everything but the double 
language the ceremony was the 
sjune as the ordinary marriage ser- 
vice, being performed with the ring 
aiul the usual responses. The 
spectacle presented by the clergy- 
man was, however, an odd one. The 
rapid and agitated language of 
signs was in striking contrast to 
the solemn and reposeful tones of 
his voice. 

The younji pair were eiuigratulat- 
od by the members of the Cf>mi)any 
aftei tho ceremony. Tho bride is a 
handsome brunette, bright and 
quick in action and appearance, 
'l'lu> largo number of presents 
showiuod upon her and Mr, Ilahn 
lostitied to theesttMMn in which they 
are held. 

Tho company sjicnt a very plea- 
.sant evening together, first having 
a marriage supper and then in- 
dulging in music. Early in the 
evening the newly-married pair 
.started on a wedding trip to BulYalo 
and Niagara Falls. On their re- 
turn they will take up houst^keep- 
ing in Pass.aic.

corned beef hash is transmitted by 
a sliaking motion of liolh hands 
backward and forwartl, indicating 
how well shaken the ingredients of 
the hash are before being servetL

up his right hand and beckons 
rapidly with his four closed tingeis.

'I'lie controversy over the me- 
thods of teiUfhing the deaf finds ex- 
pression in the following scientific 
and con<!ise terms, as it appeared 
in the "Science and Industry" 
(rolninn of lh(» ('hicago Ihiihj li'i- 
r.urd, August actli. 

It is a (|uite common belief that nil deaf 
childri^n may lie taught to speak well and 
to understand the speech of others by 
observing th<« motion of their lips. That 
this is an erroneous impression has been 
iiiii.ili' ili'iir by Dr. Fi. M. Gallaudet, the re- 
nowned teacfier of mutes. Success in tea(rh- 
Ing deaf-mutes is a matter of graduation, 
Dr. Oallaudet said that because Home chil- 
dren born deaf can be taught to speak well 
the fiilHC conclusion In often drawn that all 
deaf ciiiiilicn can be so taught', and en- 
thusiasm ami bins in their direction may 
lead the teacher into serious error. The ut- 
terance of Home chililreii who have gone 
throiiKh that training, though it Is oaidly 
iinderHtood by teiwhers and intimate 
frii'uds, is often so muflled, harHh or imper- 
fect as to rejiel strangers. This putatheiliwif 
person toa much greaterdisadvantagethan 
If, nMiiainlng silent, he resorted to writing 
as a means of (Mimmuniiwition. In many 
schools for the deaf in the llnited States, a 
eomposUe method has very wisely been 
adoiited, and that direction Is mainly fol- 
lowed In which the child Beems to develop 
the greatest facility. The intelligence and 
practicability of this method has b<Hm 
greatly commended in (iermany, where a 
pel-itioii numerously signed by nduivUed 
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Anent' tlie Columbus convention, 
I forgot, to mention Rev. Mr. Turn- 
er along with Revs. Mfitin, Koehler,

The Scranton convention, or 
more i)rop(>rly the Thirteenth Meet- 
ing of the Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf, has 
passed upon record. It may not 
have come up to the expectations 
of its best friends, still it was at- 
tended with m(>asuiable success, 
and that, however small, iiiu.st 
needs add to tho good record of the 
Society. 

l^'rom the fact that there were no 
papers read and only routine busi- 
ness transacted, it would seem that 
the meeting was held chiefly to 
m(>et a constitutional provision, 
which pres(!iibes annual meetings. 
Mut even that was well. Its etlect 
was to stamp the Society .is a bu.si- 
uess organization. Its olijects must 
always create a favorable iinpres- 
sion upon the public mind, and at 
no time is this done more than 
when the Society assembles in con- 
vention. Then it is that the deaf 
.seem magnified, as it were, before 
the iiublic eye. Their advance- 
ment is more i*eadily seen, efforts 
better appreciated, and there is a 
better understanding all around 
in regard to their condition which 
but inspires gr(>:iter respect and 
contideiice in tlieii liusinoss abili- 
ties. How well. and d.esirable this 
is ! 

From a deaf-mute standpoint, 
(,li(> convention was, perhaps, more 
a social than anything else. That 
may happen now and then. It may 
be the cause for disjippointment of 
tlu» society's " best friends" who, 
expect iiig an intellectual feast, 
found only n social one. We can 
not believe that it was disappoint- 
ing to the majority of members, 
however. Conventions of the deaf, 
and I believe tho same is true of 
mo.st, hearing conventions, always 
have a social side. We know then 
that, if not imich was accomplished 
at this convention, it was yet the 
means for an enjoyable time to 
those who put in their presence and 
one result of it is that the society 
will remain in tlu> f.ivor of t1iiMl<>a'f 
of our great stale. 

The foregoing remarks are not 
intended as an excus(( for any of 
the shortcomings of the Scrantion 
iiu>cti^gs by tho Society, ovon if 
there is no more work than that 
done at Scranton. Neither do we 
mean to infer that this meeting was 
totally devoid of " intelh^'tiial 
tr(\ats." The President's address 
was an able otu(, te(>iiiing with in- 
terest, and was undoubtedly ap- 
preciated by all. Then there was 
the oration of Mr. Eort Lewis So- 
li iiey, of New York. 

From information received, it 
must have been the most "live" 
thing of its kind (hdivered in the 
most lively manner, which the So- 
ciety has enjoyed for years. Heing 
adapted to the deaf, it made a 
greater impress upon them than 
would be the case otherwise. In 
the opinion of our informant, it was 
thoroughly enjoy(>d. This should 
do away with (he criticism levelled 
at the Society for calling upon iier- 
soiis outside of the state to deliver 
orations. We believe the society 
has profited much by occasionally 
jumping the State in the search for 
i(s ora(ors. They have proved ex- 
cellen( drawing cards A Pliila- 
dellihia lawyer delivered tlie ora- 
tion at tho opening of the Omaha 
Exposition. Was that wrong'i* 

There were otli(<r inteivsting ad- 
dress(>s deliveivd which went far in 
adding to tho Usefulness, inter(>st, 
and intru('tiven(>ss of this conven- 
tion. 

One of the most gratifying re- 
Nulls of the m(H>ting was the selec- 
tion of a strong and (WTlcient board 
of (tflicers. This is President Koeli- 
lor's tliinl consecutive electi(m, but 
he had been Pr(>sidont before. 
Tr(>asurer .Mlabough also continues 
in favor, having held several con- 
secutive terms. We are glad that 
these faithful ofllcials should have 
b(M'u thus honored, and finally, we 
congratulate the society upon the 
success of its most recent meeting. 
Wednesday, August 24th, a most 
delightful excursion to Lorewood 
throve was given under the auspices 
of All Souls' Mission. The trip 
was made by a steamer of the Balti- 
more and Pliila(iel))liia St,(>amboat 
Comiiahy Eri.-sson Liii(> over a 
p'cluri-s(jue route.

The second annual i)icnic of the 
Troy and Albany deaf-mutes, held 
at Averill Park on August 24th, 
proved a big success, considering 
the fact that tho picnic was not 
suflioiently advertised. Many 

claimed that the day set "^for was 
not acceptable to some others 
who failed to show up at the pic- 
nic, and that had the committee ap- 
pointed Labor Day instead, a larg- 
er attendance would have been as- 
sured. But it must be borne in 
mind tliat our picnic was a pic- 
nic for our [leople living in Troy 
and All)any, and that those who are 
non-residents could take advan- 
tage of going to the picnic if they 
so desired. However, the commit- 
tee stated that they would make it 
an annual custom to hold the pic- 
nic on Labor Day hereafter. 

Geographically speaking, Averill 
Park is situated at an elevati(ni of 
SOO fi>et above the Hudson River 
and twelv(> miles distant from Troy, 
among the foothills of the mountain 
range that links tho Adiromlacks 
and the Berk.shires. There is a 
lake more than two miles in circum- 
ference. The park ineludes more 
than thirty acres of pine and oak 
groves. In the park there are 
many swings and sottes scattered 
along the walks and through the 
groves. To reach tli<^ park there 
is a trolley liiu" from Troy by way 
of Pawling Avenue lo Albia, where 
it is connected with the N«>w En- 
gland Electric Railroa«i, tho ter- 
minus of which is at the. park. The 
line runs threugh the beautiful 
(MUiitry over the hills which over- 
look the lordly Hudson River. The 
jiark is now tho home of Camp 
Hardin where the 2(1 Regiment con- 
sisting of Trey, Schenectady Hoosic 
Falls, Mohawk, Saratoga, (^len 
Falls, Amsterdam and Whitehall 
companies is stationed, having just 
returned from Feriiaudiiia, Florida. 

It was on the nn^ruing of August 
24th when tho park found the big 
assemblage of deaf-mutes, who 



spoke highly of the location for the 
picnic grounds. When it was 
noon time, there were sixty people 
in attendance. Tho morning was 
sultry and oppressive, but tho 
shady groves afforded an inviting 
retreat and the breezes swept from 
the lake did much to cool down the 
heat.

Not much has been said thus far 
of the forthcoming reunion of the 
Ohio deaf.

The 
more that will come, the richer will 
be the treasury of the Homo Fund. 
Excluding i-ailroad fare, S'i.TO will 
cover the expenses of each in- 
dividual while liert\ and this in- 
cludes transportation up to Central 
College and return.

The Ciiu'iiiiiuti Enqiiireroxi Mon- 
day contained tho following :

He is closing up his work 
there, and his intention is to take 
it up in this city. It was interest- 
ing to note how much the deaf- 
mutes of the little eonirregation be- 
came iutonvsted in Rev. Hornung's 
t«lk. As he used the sign lan- 
guage, his lips moved at the same, 
and his face by diffei-ent expres- 
sions revealed his emotions. Some 
of the deaf-mutes present noddwl 
their heads in as,sents of .any strong 
point that was made. The preach- 
er's text was taken from .lohn 3:l(i ; 
"God so loved the world that who- 
soever believoth in Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life."' 

" According to the statistics there 
are 474 deaf-mutes in Cincinnati, 
classiMl as foUows : 51 fi deaf and 
jiiute, t>.58 deaf, but not mute. The 
'majority of the deaf-mutes belong 
to the Roman Catholic faith."
